No one was present at tbe interview, and he 
supposes if Commissioner Raum gave it to the 
reporter he did not correctly understand any 
of the information given. The senator had 
no recollection of ever having seen the ac- 
count of the interview until it appeared in 
Dr. Felton’s letter. The substance of the 
interview, he says, was that 
while it was the law he was in 
favor of its faithful execution 
But he said nothing about 
rooting out the evil radically at an early date 
and nothing about the use of severe measures 
to accomplish that object. He simply ex- 
pressed the desire to see the law executed as 
any and all other laws should be executed 
while they remain upon the statute book. 

l asked the senator what he thought of Dr. 
Felton’s course. He said he did not care to 


present. He thought, however the doctor's 
course a little peculiar in undertaking to con- 
nect iim with the cruelties in the execution 
of the internal revenue laws by quoting from 
astatement tmmade by a newspaper reporter, 
made without authority, incorrect in its essen- 
tial particulars and never before seen by the 
senator. He remarked: 

“It Dr. Felton were tu be judged bv all that 
newspaper writers have said of him, and it 
were all to be taken as true, it would probably 
not place him in a position he would like to 
occupy. The doctor is aman of fine sense, 
and knows very well the impropriety of at- 
tempting to connect any public man 
with any sort of official cruelty by quoting 
what newspaper correspondents or editors op- 
posed to him in politics may have said in reter- 
ence to him.”’ 

The senator continued to say that he had 
always opposed every manner of cruelty or 
illegal violence in the execution of any and 
every law. He desires to see all the jaws of 
his country faithfully executed; that he had 
never by word or deed encouraged illegal vio- 
Jence of cruelty in their execution. 

AT REST. 

30th houses rested yesterday. The senate 
is accustomed to taking Saturday holidays but 
the house enjoys such a luxury only now and 
then.

HOW TEESCOTT WAS INSTRUCTED, 
The substance of the telegraphic and mail 
correspondence of the department with its 


date of the last submission of documents to 
congress, is given. On February 21 Mr. Fre- 
linghuysen telegraphed Mr. Trescott: ‘‘You 
may assent to a liberal war indemnity, which 
is notunpjust. The cession of Taropaca can- 
not be assented to without first calling here 
for further instructions. if Chili should in- 
sist upon the cession it is not impossible that 
the creditors of Peru may maintain that its 
revenues are hypothecated to them. The 
urges moderation on the part of 
Chili.” 
ADVICE TO CHILI. 

In a Jetter from Mr. Frelinghuysen to Mr. 
Trescott, dated February 24, after recapitu- 
luting the substance of the. telegraphic corres- 
ponaence down to and including the above 
telegram, Mr. Frelinghuysen goes on to say 
that ‘‘the president is very desirous of having 
the good oflices of the United States made 
available for the restoration of peace, but he 
is not willing to become the medium fora 
proposal which, in his judgment, 
is so onerous that it cannot 
be entertained by Peru. He is still of opin- 
ion thatit would be the part of tfareigthed 
wisdom in Chili to accept from Peru the 
payment of a just indemnity in money, 
guaranteed ifinsisted on by a temporary oc- 
cupation of territory rather than perempto- 
rily todemand acession of territory. 

WHAT HE DISCLAIMS. 

“On the other hand, he remains convinced 
that the United States has no right which is 
conferred, either by treaty stipulations or by 
public law, to impose upon the belligerents 
unasked, its views of a just settlement, and 
it has no interest at stake commensurate with 
the evils that» might follow an interference 
which would authorize it to _ inter- 
pose between _ these parties further 
than warranted by the treaties, by public law 
or by the voluntarv acts of both parties. If 
Chili is indisposed to listen to friendly advice 
on this point, the president, as my cable has 
already informed you, will not take part 
in negotiations which are based upon both 
the surrender of Tarazaca and the payment 
of a large indemnity.”’ 

THE ARGUMENTS TO BE USED. 
Special Dispatch to ‘The Constitution. 

Mr. Freylinghusen’s letter concludes as 
follows: ‘The president desires you to con- 
tinue to urge upon Chili, both by the argu- 
ments suggested in this instruction and by 
such other pertinent arguments, not incon- 
sistent therewith, as may occur to you from 
your knowledge of the subject, the wisdom 
and justice of making peace 
without the acquisition of Tarapaca, 
unless the province should eventually become 
Chilian through the inability of Peru to pay 
a reasonable war indemnity to be agreed 
upon. The president does not presume to 
indicate what that indemnity should be, but 
he leaves the discrition with you to assent to 
atender of the good offices ot the United 
States to Peru on the _ basis of a 
very liberal indemnity to Chili, if Peruvian 
territory is spared. If Chili insists on retain- 
ing any of theterritory whose products are, or 
may be, claimed by creditors of Peru, as mort- 
gaged, or hypothecated, or in any other way 
made the basis of a loan, the president is not 
willing to involve the United States in the 
complications which might ensue. He pre- 
fers to reserve to this government the full 
right todetermine what its action shall be, 
should such complications hereafter arise. 

MR. TRESCOTT EXPLAINS MATTFRS, 

Mr. Trescott telegraphs to Mr. Frelinghuy- 
sen, on February 25, 1882, as follows: *'The 
terms.of peace will not b@ modified by Chili. 
She alleges that. in deference to the United 
states, they are better than the terms 
offered at Lima and at Arica. The 
are extreme, but Chili is 
in fact so strong, and Peru is so crippled that 
mere friendly intervention will not have the 
effect. Lask that definite instructions may be 
sent by cable at once, telling me what to say 
andto do, I think there is no use in my 
remaining here. Shalll go tu Peru and to 
Bolivia? Shall Mr. Blaine remain or return? 

ORDERED TO SEPARATE, 

In reply Mr. irescott was instructed to 
proceed to Peru, and Mr. Blaine to Bolivia. 
the latter aiterwards to join Mr. Trescott in

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CABINET SPECULATIONS. 


The Probabilities of the Elevation of Teller and 
Chandler. 


WasHINGTON, March 28.—The forthcoming 
changes in the cabinet were again the leading 
topic of discussion at the hotels. So far as 
the interior department is concerned every- 
thing points to the formal nomination of Sen- 
ator ‘eller very shortly. It is believed that 
if this gentleman delivers his long-expected 
speech on the silver question to-morrow, his 
formal letter of resignation will be submitted 
to the senate before itsadjournment. Persons 
who claim intimate knowledge of Mr. Teller’s 
plans state that Governor Pitkin will be in 
receipt of a letter from him announcing his 
acceptance of the new honor and resigning 
his senatorial position to-day. The promulga- 
tion of this fact along with the appointment 
of ex-Governor Routt to fill Mr. Teller’s un- 
expired term will depend upon a telegram to 
be dispatched hence either to-day or to-mor- 
row. in other words, everything hangs oa 
this final speech of the retiring Colorado sen- 
ator. 

The Iowa delegation are said to be dis- 
pleased over the displacement of Secretary 
Kirkwood. They claim he has filled the du- 
ties of his position with marked ability and 
has decided intricate problems with unusual 
acuteness and fairness. Why, they ask,should 
there be any change in the interior depart- 
ment? This question, according to their side 
of the case, is more easily asked than an- 
swered.

PROPOSED REVENUE REDUCTIONS. 

The ways and means committee to-day 
agreed upon a bill reducing the internal rey- 
enue tax upon some articles and abolishing 
others, effecting a probable reduction of rev- 
enue of $23,319,286. Thetax on cigars is re- 
duced from six to five dollars, and reduc- 
tions are made in_ special taxes on 
manufacturers or dealers in spirits, malt liq- 
uors and tobacco. The following taxes are 
repealed entirely: On @ank checks, stamps, 
the tax on bank capital and deposits, the tax 
on matches, perfumery, medicinal prepara- 
tions, and other articles imposed by schedule. 
A, following section 3437 of the revised stat- 
utes. 


GARFIELD’S PEACE MEDAL. 

Under every president there is struck off at 
the mint, for distribution among the friendly 
Indians, what is known as a “‘peace medal.”’ 
The peace medal for the Garfield administra- 
tion has just been received at the treasury de- 
partment. It is of silver. On the obverse 
side is the lettering, ‘‘James A. Garfield, 
President of the United States,’ and running 
in circular form around the medal. In the 
center of the lettering is a raised head of 
Garfield, with the date 1881 below. On the 
reverse side is a border scene; its figures are a 
farmer and an Indian engaged in agricultural 
pursuits together. It is considered one of the 
handsomest peace medals that has ever been 
struck off.

RAIN, SNOW “AND HAIL. 


$25,000 DAMAGE IN WHEELING, 
WEST VIRGINIA. 


A Snow Drift in Newfoundliand—The Caecenings of 
the Wind in Indiana asd Ohio—The Deetruc- 
tion Wreught in Georgia and Alab 
~The Mississippi Overfiow. 


WHEELING, West Va., March 28.—The mos 
severe hail storm that has visited this city 
since 1869 occurred yesterday afternoon, 
shortly after 2 o’clock. The forenoon was 
bright and warm, even sultry, and not until 
afew minutes before the storm burst did the 
blackening sky give any warning of the de- 
structive visitation. Thestorm wasshort bus 
severe; hailstones, many of them as large at 
walnuts, fell with incredible force and rapid- 
ity. A brisk breeze was blowing from the 
west, and the hail pelted the exposed sides of 
buildings like rifle balls. The state house, 
the United States custom house, the female 
college, Linsby institute, the large hotels and 
factories, and all the ward school buildings, 
with the business houses and residences hay- 
ing a frontage on the west had the windows 
riddled. 
lights gave way like egg-shells, and many 
valuable plants were destroyed. The storm 
reached from five miles west to five miles east 
of the city, and from ashort distance below 
town to the north end, and the damage at the 
least calculation will reach $25,000. Persons 
who were exposed tothe storm and not in 
reach of shelter were badiy bruised about the 
head. and horses in some instances became 
frantic and ran away. ‘The street cars and 
railroad coaches all suttered more or less dam- 
age to the windows. A heavy rain followed, 
completing the destruction In many cases 
where skylights had been broken and valu- 


| able goods were exposed to the weather. The

Captain Lambert, the sher- 
iff, and other prominent citizens of this 
county, are making strenuous efforts to obtain 
relief for the sufferers. 

VIOLENT HURRICANE IN LOUISIANA, 

New ORLEANS, March 28.—A special from 
Monroe, La., to the Times-Democrat says a 
violent hurricane swept over this place on 
Sunday evening. It took an easterly course 
through the Desiard settlement, doing much 
damage at McGinae’s place. Six cabins and 
a portion of the gin house were blown down 
on the Cooper plantation.

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An Ugly Affair.

Yesterday morning about 4 o’clock, a young 


man named J. W. Buchanan was very $e- 
verely stabbed and cut by William E, Call, 
who came bere from Augusta some time since. 
The parties are friends, and have been room- 
ing together at a house on Bryan street, near 
West Broad. Call had been out frolicing 
on Saturday night, and returned to his room 
about 1 o’clock yesterday morning, where he 
was found by Buchanan sitting up with 
some friends. Call, who was under the in- 
fluence of liquor, asked Buchanan to lend 
him some money, which the latter refused to 
do. Call remained in the room for 
some minutes, and again called on 
Buchanan, who in the meantime had loaned 
another friend in the room a dollar, and after 
some words charged him with insulting him. 
A dispute occurred, and in a second Call drew 
a knifeand cut and stabbed Buchanan several 
times severely—three times in the left arm, 
ouce in the head, once in the left breast, once 
near the armpit on the left side and once in 
the left side, very severe, the cut extending 
nearly to the abdomen. The attack was made 
so suddenly that those in the room knew 
nothing of it. Buchanan went out with Call 
to the foot of the steps and that individual 
walked off. When Buchanan returned to the 
room it was found that he was severely cut. 
Dr. George H. Stone was summoned and ren- 
dered efticient service. He pronounced the 
cuts or stabs very painful and severe but not 
dangerous. 

Call had not been arrested up to a late hour 
last night.

(Quite a distressing accident occurred on the 
plantation of Mrs. Jacob Hobbs in this coun- 
ty, on Thursday, which may result in the 
death of a most worthy young man. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Cicero Hobbs and his nephew, 
Mr. Aaron Gawley, were out hunting. The 
two young men are about the same age, 18, 
although Mr. Hobbs is an uncle of Mr. Gaw- 
ley. They had been in the woods and emerg- 
ing were walkingin asand bed, young Gaw- 
ley being about three feet in front of young 
Hobbs. The latter was carrying his gun 
in his hand in a position something like 
‘trail arms,’”’ when from some_ unac- 
countable means the gun was discharged and 
the entire load of squirrel shot entered the 
back of young Gawley. The young men were 
about a mile from the house, but Mr. Hobbs 
securing the aid of a negro man toted his un- 
fortunate nephew home. Dr. W. A. Gregory 
was hastily summoned, and upon his arrival 
found Mr. Gawley to be badly shot. An ex- 
amination of the wound showed that fifty-six 
No. 6 shot had entered his back, and that the 
cavity was reached. The space occupied by 
the 53 perforations could be covered with a 
man’s hand. The young man did not rally 
from the shock until 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning, and during yesterday was in acriti- 
cal condition. Dr. Gregory does not consider 
the wound necessarily fatal, buta very dan- 
gerous one. 


Big Fire at Beaufort.

About 10!4 o’clock Friday night a fire origi- 
nated in Beaufort in the paint shop of Ed- 
ward Lopez, a very respectable colored man, 
on Scott street, and soon consumedit.

In the course of ten 
minutes two smail houses, the property of

The 
property destroyed is estimated as follows: 
Mrs. Crocker, two houses, $400; Mr. E. Lopez, 
residence and contents, $1,500; Messrs. Co- 
nant & Emmons, ice house, $1,000; Miss Gi- 
vans, damaged, $500; the orphan house, $900

Mr. Louis Bollsbon, a young French gentle- 
man, a resident of our town and an artist, de- 
votes some of his spare time quite profitably 
to catching butterflies, these he sells to cor- 
respondents at New York, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton and other northern cities, and occasional- 
ly he makes a shipment to London and Paris. 
Those he ships across the waters are packed in 
saw-dust. The average price paid by his cor- 
respondents is about five cents each, though 
rare specimens bring much more, some-of a 
very rare species that grow only in Spain, be- 
ing valued as high az $40 a pair. Last year he 
realized eighty dollars or more from his sales, 
and he expects to get twelve dollars for’ his 
catch of last Monday.

Treadwell et al. Award, from 
Practice in the Supreme Court. 
J.—l. Where a pending case 
was, by agreement, referred to arbitrators, an 
award rendered, exceptions of law and fact 
filed, and the award set aside on an exception 
of law, the case still remained pending and the 
judgrcent was not final so as to be the subject 
of direct exception. 

» Had the exceptions of law been over- 
ruled, the exceptions of fact would have re- 
mained, and in such case the judgment 
would not have been final.

Jackson, C. J.—l. When a case has been re- 
moved from a state court to the circuit court 
of the United Stites, the jurisdiction of the 
former ceases, and after non-suit in the fed- 
eral court, the case cannot be renewed in the 
state court. Section 2952 of the code does not 
apply to such a case, So as to allow a renewal! 
in the state court within six months. 

» Railroad companies are required to keep 
in proper repair public roads or private ways 
established by law where they cross the rail- 
road, and to build suitable bridges, or make 
proper excavations or embankments. But 
they are not required to build bridges for 
crossings which are neither public nor private 
ways established by law; nor are they respon- 
sible for damages resulting from the construc- 
tion of a bridge narrower than the road at 
such a crossing.

Jackson, C. J.—l. Where bills of excep- 
tions pendente lite are certified, tiled and en- 
tered of record, when the case is brought 
up after final judgment, error may be as- 
signed thereon upun motion in this court, 
though no mention be made of them in the 
main bill of exceptions. They are part of 
the reeord, and having been cer-ified once 
need not be certified again. 

2. The South Carolina railroad hay- 
ing been allowed to extend its line into Geor- 
gia, with the condition attached that suit 
might be brought against it in this state on 
all claims upon it, the right to sue it here was 
not confined to the citizens of Georgia, but 
extended to the citizens of other states. 
Therefore, a foreign administrator, upon 
complying with the conditions for the bring- 
ing of suits by such persons, might sue the 
eorporation in Georgia, although the adminis- 
tration was in South Carolina and the right of 
action accrued under a statute of that state.

3. Where, in a suit brought in Georgia 
under a South Carolina statute which allowed 
the administrator of a decedent who lefta 
parent or wife or children to sue for his homi- 
cide, the declaration failed to allege that he 
left such parent, wife or child, it could be 
amended.

4. When a declaration is amended the 
amendment relates back to the date of the 
filing of the original declaration, and if it be 
not barred by the statute of limitations the 
amendment will not be barred. 63 Ga. 245. 

(a). Ihe practice of the lex fori in respect to 
pleadings, amendments and the general mode 
of proceedure will control if it differs from 
the practice in the siate where the cause ot 
action arose. 49 Ga., 106. 

5. If a passenger be ejected from a rail- 
road train for failure to pay his fare, and af- 
ter the train is in motion he tenders it, the 
conductor is not bound to stop the train to 
receive his fare and take him on board; if 
the tender were made while the train was 
standing still, the conductor was bound to re- 
ceive the fare and admit the passenger. 

6. Though a passenger on a railroad train 
may have failed to pay his fare when de- 
manded, yet if before being ejected he ten- 
dered it, it was the duty of the conductor to 
receive it and not eject the passenger. 

7. When suit was brought in Georgia for a 
homicide which occurred in South Carolina, 
if the statute of thatstate did not require 
a prosecution as a condition precedent to 
au recovery in the civil case, such prosecu- 
tion was not necessary in Georgia. 

8. If the conductor of a train ejected a pas- 
senger so that he wasrnun over and disabled 
by such train, and another train of the same 
road passing shortly afterwards extinguished 
what life was left, aright of action arose 
whetlrer the actual death was caused by the 
tirst or second train. 

(a) A declaration alleged that a passenger 
on a railroad train in South Carolina “was y1- 
olently ejected and thrown from said cars by 
the defendant and its agents and servants in 
the course of their employment, and in being 
thus forcibly and unjustly ejected from said 
cars as aforesaid was thrown thereunder and 
run over and killed thereby.”’ The evidence 
showed that the passenger was run over and 
injured by this train; that about an hour af- 
terwards another trainran over the body; 
whether life was entinguished by the first or 
second was not absolutely certain: 

Held, that such declaration furnished a 
sufficient basis for a recovery on these facts. 

(b.) If it were necessary to include any al- 
legation concerning the second train in the 
declaration, it could be done by amendment. 

9. The verdict is supported by the evi- 
dence.

ATLANTA’s insurance men talk freely about 
their business.

Since this ad- 
vance in rates amounts in scme cases to one 
hundred per cent, it will be seen how largely 
business interests are affected. In fact, the 
increased insurance must come out of the 
consumer in the increased charge for goods; 
but it would be better for the latter if the 
charge could be put into water, and so save 
the greater part of it very soon, than to have 
the nuisance stay where it is likely to do. 


Senator Brown, in reply to our Wask-

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

The outlook in the financial world has be- 
come very promising ixf many respects. Con- 
fidence has supplanted despondency, stock 
values are rising, money is abundant at the 
money centers both in this country and in 
Europe; the extravagance in railroad build- 
ing has been checked, railroad wars have been 
settled and railroad earnings are satisfactory ;

THE MORAL OF THE HICKS CASE, 


There is no doubt that the government of 
the United States is a great and powerful in- 
stitution, nor is there any less doubt that its 
laws should be respected by the people and 
strenuously enforced by its officers. But 
when all is said in this direction that can be 
said, or that has been said in the columns of 
THE ConstTITuTION, the fact still remains that 
the people in whose interest and behalf these 
laws are made do not contemplate that their 
most vigorous enforcement shall lead to the 
unprovoked and unnecessary murder of even 
the humblest citizen. Some of our esteemed 
northern contemporaries, in commenting 
upon the recent killing of old Mr. Hicks, a 
well-known citizen of Gwinnett county, by 
General Longstreet’s deputy marshals, seem 
to be amazed that such aslight thing as the 
killing of an inoffensive old citizen by the offi- 
cers of create any 
excitement in asection that professes to be 
‘loyal.”’ Editor Medill, of Chicago, excuses 
the murder, which, according to trust- 
worthy accounts, was deliberate and wan- 
ton, on the ground that the victim was 
an illicit distiller, and. then, marveling that 
a community should be excited by so unim- 
portant an event, smells another rebellion in 
the midst of the atmosphere and begins to 
prepare for it to the extent of fumbling 
around under his bolster for his horse-pistol. 

The questions that arise here are important. 
Why view the killing from a sectional point 
ot view? Under the perfect work that recon- 
struction is supposed to have accomplished, 
how does it happen that the murder of an 
old and inoffensive citizen is not as important 
in Gwinnett county, Georgia, as it would be 
in (for instance) Macoupin county, Illinois, or 
in any county in any other state 
in the union? Our own opinion is 
that such a crime in Massachusetts, commit- 
ted under precisely the same conditions, and 
followed by an effort on the part of the gov- 
ernment to shield the criminals instead of 
turning them oyer to the officers of the law 
in the county where the crime was commit- 
ted, would lead to a much livelier discussion 
than the newspapers of Georgia have devoted 
to the subject. It is also our opinion that 
the outrage would be condemned by every 
organ of public sentiment at the north in 
stronger terms than THe Constitution has 
thus far employed. 

It is undoubtedly true, as we said at the 
outset, that the United States comprise a great 
and powerful government, but great as it is, 
puwerful as itis, it cannot afford to permit 
its ofticers to commit murder and then en- 
gage in a series of efforts to “protect’’ them 
from the cperations of the laws which they 
have violated. Itis the state laws, and not 
those of the United Siates, that have 
been violated; and with all due re- 
spect for such venerable partisans as the editor 
of the Chicago Tribune, it may be well to 
point out the fact that a violation of the rev- 
enue laws—illicit distilling—does not subject 
acitizen to the death penalty. This may 
seem strange, and yet it is nevertheless true. 
Even should a citizen be caught in the very 
act of twisting his tobacco and pressing it un- 
der the corner of-a worm fence, or should he 
be found distilling his peaches, his apples or 
his corn, it by no means follows that he is to 
be shot down like a dog. In fine, the law 
makes no provision for such horrible specta- 
cles as that of the murder of an old man in 
the presence of his family. In this connec: 
tion it would be well for our esteemed north- 
eru contemporaries to bear in mind that even 
where a person is caught in the act of illicit 
distilling, or where he endeavors to escape, 
the law does not provide that he

POSTAL SAVINGS DEPOSITORIES. 

The committee on the post-oftice and post- 
roads have submitted a report in fayorof a 
postal-savings system. In their report they 
show how useful savings banks are and how 
great the need of them is in most of tle states. 
They show that if the 5,499 money-order post- 
offices in the United States became postal 
savings depositories, the country would be no 
better accommodated in this respect than 
New England now is by private enterprise. A 
history of the English system is added to 
clinch the argument. 

The bill that accompanies the report “pro- 
vides in substance that none but money order 
post-oflices can be authorized to receive de- 
posits. No single deposit can be less than ten 
cents nor more than one hundred dollars. No 
more than one hundred dollars can be depos- 
ited by one person within any period of thirty 
days. The amount due a depositor is limited 
to five hundred dollars. Money deposited is 
to be immediately forwarded to some govern- 
ment depository by the postmaster who re- 
ceives it, and invested by the secretary of the 
treasury in interest bearing securities issued 
or guaranteed by the United States, and if 
these cannot be purchased without loss to the 
depository, then in approved state securities. 
The account of each depositor is to be kept 
at the central depository in Washington, 
where interest at te rate of 2 per cent. per 
annum is computed and credited. All with- 
drawals are by checks issued under the author- 
ity of the postmaster-general. The expenses 
of the system are to be paid from the _ profits 


of the business. 

This programme is all very fine and very 
seductive. Its establishment is guaranteed 
by the committee to inaugurate or at least 
promote thrift, economy, loyalty and patriot- 
ism, accommodate ‘‘all classes,’’ increase the 
circulating medium, protect the toiling mil- 
lions, strengthen the finances of the nation, 
and be a bulwark against panics and runs on 
banks. If a community has a plethora of 
money the proposed systenr would doubtless 
be a blessing; but ina community which is 
not overloaded with money such a system 
would simply withdraw to distant’ eastern 
cities what surplus money could be got- 
ten together to pay back not a _ good 
rate of interest, but the  beggarly 
sum of two percenta year. It would make 
poor states poorer and rich states richer. The 
money deposited, for example, at Americus 
would be sent to Washington, or possibly to 
Atlanta, from either of which points it would 
go to New York to pay for government bonds. 
Instead of being loaned to people of Sumter 
county at fair and just rates, it would be 
wholly withdrawn from that county, and its 
earnings while in strange lands would scarcely 
be worth mentioning. 

Georgia wants no such organized system of 
What we do want is a general 
statute, modelled on _ that 
which is the sum 
of experience in many coun- 
tries. Under such a- general _ statute 
savings banks would be established when and 
where the people need them. The proposed 
national acc would deter and embarrass an in- 
telligent and comprehensive state system, and 
just so far as utilized would render 
money in the state scarcer. It is a good act 
to sit down upon.

REMINISCENCES OF HIS FLORIDA 
LIFE. 


An Interesting Sketch, Bearing Somewhat Upon 
the History of Some Noted Georgia Fam. 
ilies, and Relating to Aaron Burr’s 
Life on an Island in Plorida. 


From the Jacksonville Times. 

Hon. Charles P. Cooper is an old resident of 
Jacksonville and one of the foremost lawyers 
of Florida. Perhaps no other person in the 
state is better acquainted with its history and 
traditions or more uppreciatively understands 
the philosophy of its present prosperity anc 
its ancient reverses. 

A little knot of gentlemen were collected 
near Colonel Cooper's office yesterday, and 
{‘olonel Cooper said: ‘‘I noticedin your paper 
several days ago a paragraph about Aaron 

turr that interested me and reminded me of 
a fact concerning him known to very few peo- 
ple, und certainly never published in any 
newspaper.” 

The group, interrogatively, moved closer 
about the old lawyer, and he continued: 

“Mcintosh county, Georgia, was settled by 
a portion of the Scottish clan, McIntosh, 
which fled to this country after the defeat of 
the pretender, Charles Stuart, they having 
been his partisans. They settled on the sea 
coast in southeastern Georgia and gave the 
name to the county there. . They were a very 

jpowerful family, and produced, as perhaps 
you know, a number of distinguished men. 
ommodore McIntosh, of the United States 
navy, and Colonel Rory McIntosh, a celebrated 
character in the early times here. were of that 
family, and Hon. Thomas Spaulding, who 
was tor years a member of congress from that 
portion of Georgia, Was an imimediate de- 
scendant.”’ 

“Mr. Spalding lived upon one of the sea- 
coast islands, did he not?’ queried the inter- 
ested Times nian. 

“Yes, sir, yes,’’ said the colonel, ‘‘his 
home, a very fine one, was upon Sapello 
island, one ot the sea-coast islands of Georgia, 
very nearthe Florida line. 

“My own family were early settlers in that 
section, my grandfather being a colonel ol 
(ieorgia troops in the revolution; and our 
family and the McIntosh and Spaulding fam- 
ilies were not only near neighbors, but by 
inter-marriage became of kin. I mention 
these things to show you how it happened 
that | became acquainted with the facts re- 
lating to Mr. burr. 

“Mr. Spaulding and Mr. Burr were very 
warm friends, both personally and politi- 
cally. They served in congress together and 
were associated in many ways. When Mr. 
Burr's troubles began and he was forced to 
seek a hiding-place, he came to Mr. Spauld- 
ing’s, at Sapello island, where he remained 


several days and then, for greater security, he 


came to Florida. 

“Fort George island was then owned by 
John McIntosh, who obtained it by 2 con- 
veyance from McQueen McIntosh, whose de- 
visor held it by a grant from the king ot 
Spain.” 

“Was it the John McIntosh whoat one time 
eame over from Georgia with a party of filli- 
busters and captured Fernandina?’ 

“I do not remember now about that. There 
were several John Melintosh and the one to 
whom you refer was General John H. Me- 
Intosh, afterwards pardoned tor his offenses 
by the king of Spain. But the John McIntosh 
who bought Fort George island was living 
there atthe time of Burr'sflight. Mr. Spauld- 
ing and Mr. Burr left Sapello island together 
and came to Fort George, island where Mr. 
MeIntosh prepared apartments for the distin- 
guished refugee, and where Aaron Burr re- 
mained, as I recollect it, many months in the 
strictest seclusion.” 

“Upon what part of the island was that?” 
asked a member of the party. 

“Right where Mr. John F. 
lives; perhaps in the same house. Mr. Rol- 
lins, a brotner of Senator Rollins, of New 
Hampshire, bought the place several years 
ago and has a beautiful home there.”’ 

“Do you recall, sir,’ askedthe Times, ‘‘any 
anecdotes of Mr. Burr’s stay at Fort George 
or Sapello?”’ 

“T recollect, of course, a great deal that was 
then said about it in my father family. My 
father knew of it very well at the time, and 
perhaps saw and conversed with Mr. Burr, but 
Mr. Burr's stay was, of course, not an event- 
fulone. I remember—”’

A hentucky Family who Claim te be HNeirs to

CINCINNATI, March 28.—A dispatch from 
New York, published on Thursday of last 
week, stated that a Miss Sarah Burr, of that 
city, who died on March 1, had left an estate 
worth $3,000,000. It was added that, according 
to her will, she had no positive knowledge of 
any living relative, but there was a provision 
in the will for distributing $80,000 ainong any 
relatives that might be found.

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What Me hes to say of the Appointment of Pledger. 

Last night a3 
ruTION met Colonel Marcellus E. Thornton in 
the arcade of the Kimball house and asked 
him if he had’anything to say in reference to 
the appointment of Pledger to the collector- 
ship of the port of Atianta, Colonel Thornton 
replied: : 

“There is nothing for me to say in the 
matter, except that I was not, in a strict 
sense of the term,an applicant for the office. | 
had consented to apply at the instance of 
friends who telegraphed me from Washington 
to telegraph the president that I would ac- 
cept the place. Therenpon the imporung 
merchants of Atlanta petitioned for my ap 
pointment. After that there were other pe- 
titions sent up in my behalf, and friends of 
mine in. Washington pressed my ap- 
pointment. Very soon after the 
contest opened I learned that 
the syndicate had fully decided upon Pledger 
for the place after getting him to withdraw 
from the Athens post-office contest.”

“F have nothing to say against him for gef- 
ting the place. It has been said to me that 
his confirmation will be contested, but I will 
not be a party to that, and hope that he will 
be confirmed. Our new party movement re- 
quires the solid vote of the colored people of 
Georgia, and we expect to getit.

The following is an exact copy of the 
memorandum which Mr. Benedict enclosed: 

Lieutenant W. G. Brannon, company D, 16th 
Georgia regiment, was killed in battle 18th August, 
i864, near Front Royal, Va., and was buried in 
Front Royal August isth, at the Methodist Episco- 
palcburch. He was buried just belowa square 
paling fence that was around some graves. ‘There 
was a peach or locust tree just above the palings. 
His head is turned to the ne. G. W. Fowler 
was buried in the same grave. Lieutenant G. W. 
B. was buried on the left of the grave. 

The 16th Georgia regiment was commanded 
by Howell Cobb, and company D by John W. 
Montgomery. This is publishedin order that 
any of the surviving relatives or friends of 
Lieutenant Brannon, who may desire, may 
correspond with theadjutant general, Colonel 
John B. Baird, on the subject. 
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THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


Vesterday’s l’roceedings and the Matters that were 
Discussed. 

The regular monthly meeting of the rail- 
road commission was held yesterday. Owing 
to the unavoidable absence of ex-Governor 
Smith, the commissioners did not meet until 
3 o’clock in the afternoon. 

At that hour they were addressed by a dele- 
gation of Macon business men, composed of 
Messrs. H. J. Johnson, 8S. R. Jaques, N. M. 
Solomon, R. M. Rogers, R. H. Flanders, N. E. 
Harris, J. H. Campbell, W. F. Grace, J. T. 
Calloway, L. E. Culver, H. P. Westcott and 
S. B. Price. Mr. N. A. Harris, a member of 
the delegation, presented the following com- 
munication, and in doing so addressed the 
commission, enlarging upon the points made: 

lo the Honorable the Kailroad Commission of 
Georgia: Your petinioners, Samuel R Jaques, Har- 
din I Johnson, R M Rogers, Kobert H Flanders and 
N M Solomon, and others representing the mer- 
chants and business men of the city of Macon, re- 
spectfully show to your honorable body in regard 
to tbe late order promulgated by you, known as 
Order No. 20, which goes into effect on the first day 
of April next, that said order is unjust tothe city 
of Macon in the following respects: 

The city of Macon has invested large amounts in 
railroads, both in its organized capacity and also 
through individual citizens, and has done so for 
the purpose of fostering its commerce and giving 
large facilities for transportation to those engaged 
in business within its bounds, It is well known to 
the commission that there are six railroads 
which properly have their terminus at Macon and 
in consequence for many years Macon has enjoyed 
large advantages as a terminal point, obtaining by 
reason thereof more favourable rates of freight and 
passenger tariffs as wel: from and to points within 
the state as from the points beyond the limits of 
the state, Under these circumstances her citizens 
have built up a vast trade with all the surrounding 
country aud the city has been madea prominent 
distributing point for a large class of goods and 
merchandise over many huudred miles of surround- 
ing territory. It is estimated that the annual 
shipments and sales of meat aggregate more than 
21,000,000 pounds annually, all of which is handled 
by the merchants of said city. Her trade in flour 
is more than 100,000 barrels per year, besides she 
buys and ships annually over 15,000,000 bushels of 
corn, All viher articles of trade bear a like propor- 
tion to the aforesaid figures. ‘ihe city of Macon is 
also a great cotton center,and her trade in this is an 
item whose influence permeates every branch of 
her business and is of incalculable importance to 
all her citizens. 

By reason of her large trade aforesaid, the city of 
Macon has been given all the advantages which be- 
long to the commercial centies when the trunk 
lines and other transportation agencies have fixed 
and established the through rates from eastern and 
western markets, 

In the third section of No. 20 your honorable 
body has infringed upon the priuciples which here- 
tofore have governed in the fixing of local or state 
tariffs for the roads running to our. city. 
In. applying that tariff you have abolished 
the divisions or systems which were heretofore 
recognized and by reason of which recognition the 
business of the city had received so great an im- 
petus and held out such favorable promises. 

It is well known to you thatif the six roads cen- 
tering iu Macon, possibly five, are under the con- 
trol, by lease, management or otherwise, of the 
Ceutral railroad or the officers thereof, these 
roads, though so controlled, are heccssa- 
rily separate and distinct. They were 
built by different parties and in _ par- 
ticular the Southwestern road and the Macon and 
Augusta road have each a separate anatomy, their 
officers still continuing and their stockholders still 
sharing {nu dividends separate from and independ- 
ent of the dididends earned and paid to the stock- 
holders of the Central railroad. The consolidation 
or leasing of these roads was not done by consent 
or concurrence of the city of Macon, The records 
of the county will show that this Was 
done only after an earnest rotest 
by the citizens anda greet legal fight. If these 
roads are treated as only continuing lines of one 
and the same road. then Macon becomes oniy a way 
station as to all surrounding points, and will soon 
lose all the advantages which belong to @ compe- 
ting and terminal point as to these roads, 

In circular 10 your body recognized Macon’s 
claim to these terminal facilities after careful 
argument, and full consideration and the tariffs 
were so adjusted as not to interfere with this claim. 
Bills were introduced and vigorously pushed in the 
legislature at the recent session to consolidate the 
aforesaid roads and to take away from Macon the 
advautages enjoyed under your ruling. These bills 
were utterly defeated, in fact that before 
the railroad committee of house, if 
it is true that a bill of charac 
ter prepared for this purpose did not receive a sin- 
gle favorable vote, and this, too, after all parties 
both forand againstit, had been accorded a full 
hearing. 

Onder this ruling the business of the city has ad- 
justed itself, investments have been made with 
reference thereto, and every interest had begun te 
prosper and reach from the depression of a few 
years ago. While your petitioners admit 
that there may be little to complain of in the rates 
of tariff prescribed in said circular No. 20 yet the 
principle is dangerous and if carried out and ap- 
plied to local productions in the state would neces- 
sarily and inevitably cause the most disastrous 
results as to all the business interests of the city. 

Your petitioners have feit grateful for the past 
recognition accorded by your ‘body to the claims 
of our city. That claim, they submit, is bottomed 
in substantial rightand justice. Its concession in- 
volves injury tono interest, jeopards no rights, sur- 
renders no principle material to the interests of the 
state in the proper management of the facilities of 
transportation in its boundaries.

A spirited cross-firing of questions and an- 
swers between the commission and the mem- 
bers of the delgation took place at the con- 
clusion of the reading of the communication. 

Governor Smith said—‘‘I want to know 
how it will injure Macon in its practical 


workings.”’ 

Mr. Har ris—We are free to admit that we 
don’t see how it will put us at any very great 
disadvantage. 

Mr. Jaques—We don’t contend that the cir- 
cular cones any injary to us now. 
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Governor Smith—If it hurts 
want to know how. If it operates 
against your interest we will give it the most 

atient consideration. Our purpose is not to 
urt Macon. : 

Mr. Jaques—We cannot complain so much 
of the workings yet. Butit makes Macon a 
way station, and if these rates are applied to 
classes C, D and F, why may you not come to 
apply them to cotton? 

The discussion was kept up in this style for 
a while, until finally it appeared that the Ma- 
con business men held the idea that the oper- 
ation of the circular would result in allowing 
other Georgia cities to sell goods in Macon 
territory, being enabled to do so 
by discriminations which the cir- 
cular would work. The gentlemen 
urged that six months would show that the 
rule would work to the disadvantage of Ma- 
con. They were patiently heard by the com- 
missioners. 

Colonel Henry Fink, of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia road, read a 
lengthy paper urging the com 
mission to repeal circular No. 20so far as re- 
lates to his lines. His argument was prepared 
with great care, and was quite exhaustive. He 
referred to the details of the management of 
a railroad; spoke of the sources of revenue and 
of the sources of income. He said that if circular 
No. 20 was enforced it would crowd the weak- 
er roads to the wall. His road would be able 
to lose the $20 000 which it would take from 
them, but it was the principle that he oppos- 
ed. The circular introduced a new prin- 
ciple into transportation—it was a 
new departure, and one that might work in- 
calculable harm. If the principle was fol- 
lowed it would lead to ruin. He thought the 
standard rates adopted by the commission 
were just and proper, but that to leave 
them would produce confusion and do 
no good. The paper and the argument which 
followed it were able and were listened to 
with close attention. 

Mr. Powers, of the Southern railway and 
steamship association, was before the com- 
mission to answer charges made by the At- 
lanta beer manufacturers to the effect that he 
discriminates in favor of Cincinnati. 

The questions at issue have been taken 
under consideration by the commissioners 
and decisions will be rendered in a few days. 

Mr. Schlatter, of the Brunswick and Albany, 
will be before the commission to-day.

UP WITH THE RATES. 


Effeet of the Recent Fires on Atlanta Insurance. 

Rates on insurance policies have taken an 
upward bound. The recent Alabama and 
Whitehall street conflagrations, which con- 
sumed fifteen or twenty business establish- 
ments and destroyed upwards of $450,000 
worth of property, cost the companies doing 
business in this city nearly $300,000. In cun- 
sequence, they have every one demanded of 
their agents the collection of higher premi- 
ums on all policies and an imimediate reduc- 
tion of old lines. 

MR. JOHN A, WHITNER 
was yesterday traced to his oftice, where the 
following conversation took place: 

‘Itis rumored that, owing to the large loss- 
es recently sustained by insurance companies 
here, the rates will be advanced. Is there 
any truth in the report?”’ 

‘Indeed there is—plenty of truth init. I 
don’t know a single agent in the city who has 
not been instructed to raise his rates. The ad- 
vance is from 10 to 100 per cent onall business 
property, the average increase being probably 
25 per cent. The companies have also given 
serious trouble to agents by ordering a reduc- 
tion of their lines orrisks. Companies which 
once allowed $10,000 written on a piece of 
property now limit us to $2,500. The object 
is toscatier their risksabout in small amounts, 
thus reducing their danger in each separate 
instance. ‘This order hurts us, as agents, 
more than any change of rates could possibly. 
If I represented only one company, it would 
come near ruining me to be obliged to cut 
down all my policies in this manner. Of 
course where an agent handles the business of 
several concerns he can divide the risks be- 
tween them, and thus escape serious damage.” 

‘‘Are the changes due to our bad system of 
water-works?”’ 

“The reduction of lines is owing to that 
cause; but the advanced raté must 
have been demanded anyway. 
Insurance in this city has been cheapening 
steadily for three years; and by the time the 
Alabaina street fire occurred, the rates had 
gotten to be lowerhere than in any other 
town of the United States. We have had 
great competition among the yarious compa- 
nies bidding for Atlanta business;the city was 
supposed to be in possession uf an ample sup- 
ply of water and she hada good record asa 
town of few fires. Hence the absurdly small 
figures at which insurance was offered. But 
even before the late fires, companies had 
begun to sec that they could better afford to 
give up the entire business of the place than 
to continue to accept the beggarly premiums 
then received. To give youa notion of how 
insignificant a figure the rates had 
reached, let me tell you what hap- 
pened here a iort while back. 
The president of a leading New York insur- 
ance company being in the city, visited one 
of our largest dry goods establishments and 
walked through and examined the whole 
stock and building. When he came out hé 
was heard tc say that the goods kept there 
were insured at just two-thirds less rate than 
the same articles at the jobbing houses in 
New York. from which they had been pur- 
chased. Yet those New York houses are 
classed fire-proof, and the bes® facilities for 
suppressing fire that the country can furnish 
are within a moment’s callof them. The 
late insurance losses in Atlanta only precipi- 
tated the advance—they did not create it. 
Now, that the water ks have failed on two 
occasions and the fire artment is found to 
be so far inadequate to ie needs of the city, 
no induceme2nts fr 1. property holders—no 
matter how mucl they offered—could per- 
suade companies to resume their former large 
risks.’’ 

‘Does the advance affect all kinds of prop- 
erty?” 

‘No, only business establishments. The 
rates for dwelling houses will be as hereto- 
fore.”’ 

‘“‘Has the advance yet reached its highest 
point?” 

“IT think not. I believe it will continue 
until we are provided by the city with better 
protections to property. If there should hap- 
pen to be another large fire, matters might 
assume @ very serious aspect.”’ 

‘‘What would be the probable effect in that 
case ?”’ 

‘I can’t say what. In Galveston, Texas, 
the water supply was found to be insufficient, 
and when a great fire occurred there recently, 
the companies canceled all policies and with- 


drew from the city. If things ar@ not speedily 


changed, Atlanta vwners may find it impos- 
sible to insure their property at all, belie 
long. One company, the Lion, has already 
abolished its agency here, and at least one 
other ceased to write new policies on Atlanta 
property. Their suspension will probably 
continue till a better system of water works 
and an efficient fire department are provided 
when, I suppose, they will resume business 
as heretofore.”’ 

‘‘Ave the agents in favor of the advanced 
rates?’’ 

‘To a certain extent. It would not suit us 
for them to me unreasonably high; for 
that would dissatify property owners, nor’ yet 
too low, for that would breed discontent 
among the companies. What we want is a 
medium rate.” _* 

“Do owners complain of the increase?’ 
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‘“T believe there is some talk among them 
of going to New York for insurance, but that 
is impracticable.” , 

‘“Why is it impracticable?” 

“In the first place, you must know that 
every company of standing in the country is 
represented in Atlanta, They have all special 
deposits in the state treasury of $25,000 each, 
which cannot be withdrawn or even touched 
tillevery policy has been either settled or 
cancelled. If, therefore, an owner goes to 
New York, he will be obliged to. scatter his 
business round among ,a number of small 
concerns, no one of which would be able to 
handle the whole amount of his _ insur- 
ance. If he is burned out he will 
be put to the expense of going outside the 
state and proving his loss in the courts else- 
where; for the law of Georgia will not suffer 
an agent of those companies to enter her ter- 
ritory for the purpose of adjusting his claim. 
Besides, these companies are often unreliable, 
and he will be lucky if, after all his expense 
and trouble, he ever manages to recover in 
full. A case of the Find occurred in Ala- 
bama, where the law is like that of Georgia, 
four or five years ago. A wealthy merchant, 
who carried some $100,000 or more of insur- 
ance, fell out with the local agents about 
rates, and went to New York for cheaper pol- 
icies. He scattered his money among several 
of these small insurance companies, and 
snapped his fingers at the Alabama agents. 
His store was burned soon after, and the New 
York companies, being promptly advised 
of the accident, sent a man 
down to adjust the claim. Tae authorities 
found it out, and the adjuster,to escape $1,000 
fine and imprisonment,was compelled to beat 
a hasty retreat. The merchant's insurers 
then said, ‘Prove your loss.’ In order to do 
so it was necessary for him to enter the courts 
of another state. He went to Pensacola,Fla., 
and there recovered about three-fourths of 
his insurance money. The remainder, with 
all his extra expenses, proved a dead loss. I 
understand the merchant now insures with 
the Alabama agencies.”’ 

“Ifour city authorities promise an ample 
supply of water will the companies that have 
retired from business here resume?’ 
‘Insurance companies can’t rely on prom- 
ises. When they see the improvement | sup- 


pose they will come back.”’ 
MR, W. W. HASKELL 

was next sought. That gentleman said: ‘‘It 
is true that the rates have gone up—in some 
instances as muchas 100 percent. The ad- 
vance is not to be wondered at, for the figures 
had become unreasonably low. I don’t think 
the change is owing entirely to the recent 
fires, or to any other local cause. ‘There is 
an izstitution called the Tariff as- 
sociation in New York which exerts astrong 
influence on many of the companies, and to 
it, I beiieve, the increase is largely due. An 
effort was made to raise the rates last sum- 
mer, and it must have been done sooner or 
later, even if the fires had not occurred. 
The supply of water does not appear to me 
to be so reasonable a ground for timidity on 
the part of companies as our inefficient fire 
department. While the conflagration on 
Whitehall street was raging, the waterworks 
kept the cisterns full. I stood on the cor- 
ner by Brotherton’s and saw them running 
over; but the engines failed to make effec- 
tive use of the supply. Had they done so 4 
great deal of destruction might have been pre- 
vented.” 

‘Have you heard of the withdrawal of the 
Lyon?” 

“Yes; there is no doubt about that compa- 
ny having abolished its Atlanta agency. 
Their deposit, however, remains; and | take 
it for granted the company will return assoon 
as the city makes some provision tor the pro- 
tection of property.’’ 

‘Will the rates advance still further?’ 

“IT think not.” 

MR. H. C. STOCK DELL 
said: 

“Some of the companies have issued orders 
to their agents to write no more Atlanta 
business. I am now considering the question, 
and am half inclined to adopt a similar 
measure for the protection of my own com- 
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ny.

revautions against fire; but slings together 
iis brick and mortar in the cheapest manner 
practicable. Instead of cutting himself off 
from his neighbors by a thick wall, he simply 
piles up a thin partition; then runs off to an 
oflice and insures his house. Even before the 
miserable water works system was shown up, 
the precarious nature of insurance interests 
in this town had created universal dissatisfac- 
tion at the offices, There is a general feeling 
that Atlanta business is not worth handling 
at the present rates—at least, so long as the 
risk remains undiminished. A great amount 
was lost by the numerous fires of 1874-5. Some 
companies were then so materially injured 
that itis doubtful whether they ever will be 
able to retrieve their Others again 
were just catching up when the recent burn- 
ing occurred; forthe premiums paid of late 
years has been so insignificant that it took a 
long while for them to even begin to recover. 
Now that they have again beenthrown back, 
I doubt if they will be willing to waste ancther 
long term of years ina fruitless endeavor to 
get ahead of their losses.”’ 
‘Is it probable that the rates will advance 
to an unprecedented height?” 
“IT don’t think they are apt to exceed those 
established in 1875, after the fires I men- 
tioned.” 
“Will old policies continue undisturbed till 
the time comes for renewal?” 
‘Not necessarily. Both insurer and insured 
has the right to cancel a policy at will and 
without assigning any reason.”’ 
“Our fires seem to come all in @ lump from 
time te time. How do insurance men account 
for this? Is there any suspieion of incendiar- 
IS}. 
‘A good deal of suspicion. Its foundation 
is another matter. But it is a significant fact 
that in 1875 conflagration after conflagration 
occurred until somebody was arresied; then 
suddenly the whole business stopped.”’ 

MR. PATLULLO 

was found at his agency in the Kimball 
house, and spoke as follows: “All the compa- 
nies I represent advanced their rates immedi- 
ately after the Alabama street fire. This was 
done on account of the poor supply #f water. 
As soon as its scarcity had been demonstrated, 
in addition to the change of rates, my compa- 
nies ordered a reduction of all their lines, es- 
pecially about the Kimball house. You see, 
if this hotel shauld be burned, all the neigh- 
boring buildings would go with it. I can’t 
say What action may have been taken by the 
other companies, but I believe everything 
points to higher rates or suspension of busi- 
ness all around.”’ 

‘How did your old rates compare with 
those exacted in other cities?’ 

“IT will give you an idea. In Columbus, Ga., 
the warehouses occupy whole blocks; have 
good thick walls and no external exposure. 
The rate on cotton there is2 to 2/4 per cent. 
The warehouses in this city and the cotton 
compress were lately written at from % to 1 
percent. It was simply absurd—especially as 
there isno money to made on cotton at 
less than 3 per cent.”’ 

‘‘Are the rates now at an unusual figure for 
Atlanta?”’ 

“They are no higher now than when the 
water works were first constructed.” 

“Do you think Atlanta business worth 
handling, all things considered?” 

“I don’t believe there can be much money 
in it till the risk is decreased by proper pre- 
cautions against fire.” 

MK. JOEL HURT 
was next visited. 

‘Have rates on Atlanta policies been ad- 
vanced by your companies?” 

“Yes; and by all othersinthecity. It was 
high time for such action, too. There had 
been great competition bere—the water sup- 
ply was considered sufficient, and before the 
recent fires, the rates were much too low. On 
cotton, for instance—and cotton is a fair crite- 
rion—the rate was as little as % percent. In 
New Orleans the warehouses are the best in 
America—probably the best in the world. 
They are divided off into separate tiers with 
solid brick or stone partitions. Yet their cot- 
ton policies are written at from 2 to 2% per 
cent. As soon as the late fires occurred, com- 
ergy began to lie their agents, ‘Re- 
uce your lines.” They were afraid of 
the risk here; and well might they be; for it 
had been clearly shown that the

terworks were no protection at all to proper- 


ty. And to-day it would be difficult to get 
insurance on buildings in some parts of town. 
I doubt if any company would willing to 
risk the stores about the Kimball house. 
Agents are refusing business constantly, and 
I know. from the best authority, of one com- 
vany which has entirely ceased to write At- 
anta policies. 

‘There is nothing surprising in these facts, 
for if the weather had been nvocehia when 
the Wilson house was burned, the flames 
would have swept over the whole city.” 

“What do your policy holders say to the al- 
tered rates?” 

“They look on the matter very sensibly, 
Most of them seem to appreciate the situa- 
tion, and say they can’t blame the insuramee 
men. 

“What action would the companies proba- 
bly take if another large fire should occur?’ 

“In that event, there’s no telling what 
would happen.” 

The above gentlemen represent some twen- 
tv or more of the leading companies, and 
should thoroughly understand the situation.
